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The Achievements of 1921 


The partial crop loss of this year, cine to frost, is certain to 


have a temporarily depressing influence upon many within and 
without the citrus industry. 
The last annual report compiled 


by G. Harold Powell, general manager of the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange, has in it a summary that is well worth 
reading at this? time, to show what this industry has accomplish- 
ed in a normal year. Mr. Powell's death last Saturday at Pasa- 
dena, recalls the fact that his last report is one of the most re- 
markable in the history of raising oranges and lemons in Cali- 
fornia. 
The summary shows the following: 


In the face of conditions that proved disastrous to the sale 


of practically all staple agricultural crops, the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange marketed during the season 192(jpi921 the 
largest crop of citrus fruits ever produced in California. Suc- 
cess of past year's operation not the result of chance, .but is 
another tribute to the soundness of co-operative marketing 
system. Fiscal year changed to close October 31 instead of 
August 3.1. 


During the year ended October 31, 1921, 48,350 carloads of 


oranges and grapefruit and 11,797 carloads of lemons, making 
tin aggregate of 60,1-47 carloads of citrus fruits which were ship- 
ped from California. 


Members of the California Fruit Growers' Exchange shipped 


for the same period 33,677 carloads of oranges and grapefruit, 
and 9,!I15 carloads of lemons, totaling 43,592 carloads, or 72.5 
per cent of the citrus shipments from this state. In boxes this 
totaled 15.185.999 boxes of oranges, 204,106 boxes of grapefruit, 
and 4,175.239 boxes of lemons. 


Returns for Exchange shipments f. o. b. cars California were 


$61,080,003.77. Based on these returns, California received 
$83,537.344.22 for the season's citrus crop, the delivered value 
being $128,431,059.30, including $44,893,715.08 of freight and 
refrigeration. 
From -investigations of jobbing and retail mar- 


the crop and consumers $203,642,100.00. 


In a year characterized by many business failures and general 


financial stringency the Exchange lost only $3,570.29, or 3-500 
of 1 per cent of the f. o. b. value of the fruit. During the past 
18 years the returns to California through the Exchange have 
been approximately $443,000,000 and the total lossses from all 
causes during this period have been $12,345, or 3-1000 of 1 per 
cent of the f. o. b. returns. 


Exclusive of advertising, the sales service of the Exchange 


cost an average of 5.95 cents per box for the 14-month period 
from September 1, 1920, to October 31, 1921, and the average 
cost of the District Exchange was 1.08 cents per box, making 
the total average operating cost of the Exchange marketing 
service 7.03 cents per box, or 2.25 per cent of the f. o. b. re- 
turns for the 14-month period ended October 31. The cost of 
exchange service was liigher than in recent years due to the 
generally increased cost of doing business. Still, due to the 
volume of fruit handled and the efficiency and economy of 
operation, the cost per box is less than it was ten years ago. 
There were a^so invested in advertising and sales promotion 
work 31/2 cents per box of oranges and grapefruit and 6 cents 
per box of lemons, making a total sales and advertising ex- 
pense of 2.32 per cent of the delivered value of the fruit, which, 
so far as we know, the lowest cost for marketing a perishable 
food product. 


Emergency tariff on lemons put into effect by congress. For- 


eign trade possibilities investigated with a view to exporting 
citrus fruits. Through California Citrus League many important 
transportation problems were considered in an effort to secure 
relief for citrus shippers. 
A^7ater transportation 
possibilities 


tested by several trial boat shipments and future plans formu- 
lated. 


The law department has been of material assistance in estab- 


lishing better forms of organization and sounder financing for 
the local associations. 


The Exchange through the field department has been able 


to render efficient and valuable service to its members along 
lines of better fruit handling, standardization, organization and 
production. Investigations 'of pest control have been of great 
value, and the work in connection, with labor problems is helping 
to stabilize employment and increase the efficiency of labor. 


The research laboratory is making good progress in the de- 


velopment of additional commercial by-products of oranges and 
lemons. Continuing the major background of educational pub- 
licity, much attention has been given to co-ordinating the ad- 
vertising with the sales efforts. 


The Fruit Growers' Supply Company transacted a business 


of approximately $12,600,000. Capitalization was increased from 
$4,000,000 to $6,000,000. Hilt and Lassen plants now in full 
operation with a combined capacity of approximately 150,000.000 
feet of lumber annually.

Powell the' citrus industry suffered a 
far greater loss than from all the frosts 
and other climatic setbacks in its his- 
tory. 


The citrus industry has been, and is, 


directed by men of exceptional ability. 
It will continue to find men who will 
aljly direct it. But Mr. Powell was the 
super-genius of the industry. Ho was not 
the kind of manager who merely sat 
in judgment upon and selected from 'the 
ideas of others, although of course this 
was part of his work. He was the man 
who "thought out," and initiated great 
reforms and improvements from 
the 


very hour of his initial connection with 
the business. His was a wonderful ex- 
ample of the finely-balanced, fearless 
brain, tirelessly alert, and to all ob- 
servers he seemed to house his intellect 
in a well-functioning body. He seemed 
to be well in body as in mind, always 
cheerful. But nature must have seeretely 
rebelled at the amount of nervous en- 
ergy, he continually called for. 'Seem- 


had during the past year 'returned eigh- 
ty million dollars to the state, while at 
the same time not a single agricultural 
industry outside of this state had shown 
a profit during the year. So powerful 
was his address, which was based upon 
hia annual report to the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange, it created a sensa- 
tion in the nation. Th*e cooperative plan 
of marketing agricultural products in-- 
trigued the interest of President Hard- 
ing.

ington officials and with international 
representatives, and return to California 
and greet by name the hundreds of 
growers who sought him out. It is we1! 
known among his close friends that he 
could have had a position hi Harding's 
cabinet, probably that of secretary of 
agriculture. 
And, inevitably, he was 


mentioned often for some political post 
within or from this state. He had boon 
mentioned as a candidate for the United 
States senate. But he told his friends 
he was averse to entering politics. He 
felt that he could do more for his state 
in the work that he had chosen. There 
is very little reason to believe that he 
would have accepted any nomination 
had he lived. 


The young men and women growing 


up in the Covina valley and in the in- 
comparable valleys of this state will 
settle the destinies of the citrus indus- 
try during the coming decades. They 
are to be the ones who will direct its 
course. It therefore behooves them to 
make a careful study, not only of the 
industry, but of this man who shaped 
it and built it to the dimensions it now 
has attained. The secret of Mr. Powell's 
success lay in the fact that he took a 
native ability and prepared that ability 
carefully in the schools and universities 
of America. He was a university man 
—not simply one with a diploma. Ho 
applied his learning at every step. He 
studied constantly until the day of his 
death, always intrigued and vastly in- 
terested by a new problem. Ho came 
into the citrus industry prepared for 
his job, and as that job widened and 
diversified it found him again prepared. 
He never attacked any task in haphaz- 
ard fashion. His was a trained mind. 


There is a tremendous lesson here for 


the youth of this stat% and nation. 
Mental preparedness for the job to be 
done. It confronts and confounds the 
scatter-gun school. No more remarkable 
address has ever been delivered any- 
where in America than the one deliver- 
ed by Mr. Powell in Covina recently— 
not an address of fire and fury, but one 
so filled with logic and so buttressed 
with facts that it thrilled with its con- 
vincing completeness. The brain of the 
man was seen behind it. But it was 
not prepared in a day. The speaker pre- 
pared for it from his youth, step by 
step. Daniel Webster once delivered a 
speech which afterwards bcca'me known 
as his greatest, and was asked by an 
admirer just how long he had been en- 
gaged in preparing it. And the great 
speaker answered that the speech was 
entirely extemporaneous, but that .he 
had been forty years getting ready to 
.deliver, it,

interest of the industry that had en 
grossed his whole being for so many 
years. No one man's loss is irreparable. 
But the .loss of G. Harold Powell is a 
body blow to the progress of the citrus 
industry, to California, and in a large 
measure, to the nation. 


HE CAME PREPARED 


His mental preparedness for his job 


vas something that impressed us from 
he day he came here, unknown on the 
'acifie coast, and began the study of the 
mechanical injury to fruit in handling, 
iefore he came hero we were in the 
tabit of looking upon oranges and lem- 
ons as being more resistant to rough 
mndling than apples or other fruit. I 
mve heard it said, times without num- 
3er, in the early years, that an orange 
lad "a tough hide," and shipped bet- 
ter than apples for this reason. It was 
pointed out in the old days that an or- 
ange had a skin texture that could be 
indented without injury, while every 
little indentation on an apple caused 
a physical bruise. This was the fallacy 
that he faced and overturned in his 
earliest 
experiences here. 
The first 


written report of his findings on me- 
chanical injury was printed in the Ar- 
gus ahead of all other newspapers. He 
gave his first address on this subject 
before the Covina Citrus Association, 
and hi* manuscript was handed to the 
Argua editor after the meeting. His 
findings revolutionized the method of 
handling citrus fruits. In the years 
since then it has saved hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the growers. 


Mr. Powell's last important address 


dealing wholly with the citrus industry 


perfected th'e.California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange which had been organized and 
was functioning on sound lines when he 
joined its ranks. With his counsel and 
aid other organizations were formed in 
this state in the interest of the farmer 
and the fruit-raiser. Step by step he 
was consulted when the walnut grow- 
ers organized, and this was a fact in 
connection with all the cooperative or- 
ganizations in this state. The orange 
and lemon growers were glad and proud 
to lend him to other agricultural organ- 
izations. They heard of him in Canada, 
and he was just recently consulted by 
the Canadian government. Deputations 
came from South Africa and from many 
states in Europe to consult with him. 
When Hoover was made the director of 
foodstuffs during the war ho sent for 
Powell and placed him in charge of the 
distribution of perishable products in 
this country. 


INDUSTRY'S CHAMPION 


Mr. Powell was known and deeply 


respected by the members of both 
houses of congress, where he had ap- 
peared repeatedly befors the ways and 
means committee and other bodies in 
the interest of tariff on citrus fruits, 
and before the interstate commerce 
commission on the subject of freight 
rates. He was a master diplomat. And 
he never went into any fight without 
the array of facts that he knew would 
be called for. He was always prepared. 
Therein lay his success, coupled with 
his fine ability to present his brief, and 
his pleasing personality. His alert mind 
and versatility made it s possible for 
him to confer for weeks with Wash-

Farm Agent Answers 


Fertilizer Criticism 


Editor Covina Argus: 


I have read with a great deal of in- 


terest a clipping from the Argus, dated 
February 3, the title of which is "Old 
Time Kancher on Fertilization." 


In preparing the statement which I 


issued following the recent frost and 
which dealt rathei briefly with recom- 
mendations concerning the use of fer- 
tilizers I went to considerable trouble 
to secure the best possible information 
on the subject. It is not my desire nor 
purpose to engage in any controversy, 
for this would be neither advisable nor 
would it get us anywhere. The state- 
ments which I made were based first on 
the recommendations presented by the 
experts at the citrus experiment station 
in bulletin 304. summarizing their obser- 
vations 
following 
the 
famous 
l'j]3 


freeze; in the second place they repres- 
ented the judgment of such prominent 
growers as Mr. Teague and Mr. Culbert- 
son of the Yimoneira Company, and of 
others; and in the third place they were 
based on the physiological considera- 
tions involved. 


In my presentation of this subject at 


the special meeting held at Covina, per- 
haps I laid too much emphasis on the 
physiological considerations rather on 
the practical observations and experi- 
ences. There scorns to have been some- 
what of a misinterpretation of my rec- 
ommendations, however. I did not in- 
tend to convey the impression that I 
was recommending that cftrus growers 
immediately buy up bean straw, alfalfa 
hay, barnyard manure, and other bulky 
organic materials for application at the 
present time. 
What I did intend to 


convey, however, was that in the light 
of 
practical experiences, observations 


made by trained experts, and the phy- 
siological principles involved, the appli- 
cation of quickly available nitrogenous 
fertilizers at the time of spring plowing 
to badly frosted citrus trees was not 
only inadvisable, but a waste of money. 
My recommendation was to withhold 
such fertilizers, but to continue the us- 
ual fertilizer program of bulky organic 
materials. In my opinion, these should 
have been applied last fall, prior to the 
planting of the cover crop, or during the 
winter months. 


In this clipping, my recommendation 


seems to be somewhat distorted in re- 
gard to another matter, the statement 
being made that the grower is told to 
starve his trees. On the contrary, my 
statement was to the very reverse, but I 
pointed out that starvation in not mere- 


ly a matter of withholding food ele- 
ments from the roots, but that the ab- 
sorption of carbon dioxide through the 
leaves is a matter of great importance 
in the fertilization of plants, and that 
reduction of the leaf surface such as 
has been occasioned by the recent yfrost 
is accomplishing starvation. I recom- 
mended practices designed to occasion 
as quick a recovery on the part of the 
trees as is possible, and I cautioned 
particularly against pruning at the pres- 
ent time in order that leaves which 
might possibly recover, might not be 
removed. 


I tried to emphasize the point that as 


soon as the trees have put out a new 
crop of leaves and have restored the 
lack of balance occasioned by the loss 
of leaf surface, the application of nitro- 
genous fertilizers should be again re- 
sumed. 


The 
object 
in 
recommending the 


withholding of quickly, available nitro- 
gen fertilizers at the present time was 
to prevent waste of money. In the clip- 
ping the statement is made that." re- 
gardless of how much available nitrogen 
there may be in the soil, the orange tree 
will only take up from the soil what ni- 
trogen it actually needs." The point 
which I hoped to make was that the 
carbo-hydrate manufacture greatly re- 
duced on account of loss of leaf surface, 
the nitrogen requirements of the tree 
are in a like measure reduced and con- 
sequently the application of nitrogen 
fertilizer at this time is merely a waste 
of valuable fertilizer.
